DUMBA RECALL NOTE 


Will 
Cause No Diplomatic

Washington, Sept. 17.—The note of 
the state department to the Aus­ 
tro-Hungarian government requesting 
the recall of Ambassador Dumba, was 
received in Vienna on Sept. 10, accord­ 
ing to advices received here.

Is reason to believe that the decision 
does not come as a surprise to the 
packers themselves. 
While interested in the case, not 
only because of the principles In­ 
volved, but also because of its magni­ 
tude and the volume of American 
trade likely to be affected thereby, 
the state department has taken no di­ 
rect or official part in it. 
There is no expectation that the 
United States will take any part in 
the case now that it has been decided 
against the Americans interest.

Ro ckefeller, Sr., has definitely, po si­ 
tively and finally determined that he 
will take no part in lending mo ney to 
carry o n the co nflict in Euro pe.

the 
wo rld’s richest man by the United 
P r e s s , it w as learned to day that tl]£ 
o il king has been o ffered o ppo rtuni­ 
ties to enrich himself further by 
lending mo ney to the warring natio ns 
and that he has abso lutely refused. 
“ Are yo u ex pecting a call fro m the 
co mmissio n o f Euro pean bankers no w 
in New Yo rk to nego tiate a billio n 
do llar lo an fo r the Allies,” Ro ckefel­ 
ler wa- asked. 
“ No ,” he replied emphatically. “ I 
certainly am no t ex pecting a visit 
fro m the co mmissio n no r do I ex pect 
them to ask me fo r the war lo an. 
They kno w 1 wo uld no t co nsider it.” 
Then after a pause— “ Bo th Eng­ 
land and Russia have asked me fo r 
lo ans.
